.Mr.  Carter  heiiii^  present  advised  your  Committee  to  have  main 
steam  pipes  and  return  pipes  imder  the  floor  felted  and  covered  with 
asbestos  pajjcr,  which  would  materially  sa\e  fuel  and  heat,  and  that 
ihe  cost  of  such  work  would  he  saved  this  season.  He  gave  your 
Coinmiilee  an  estimate  of  the  cost  thereof,  and  they  considered  it 
would  he  econonn  to  carry  out  .Mr.  Carter's  suggestions,  antl  there- 
lore  the\  concluded  to  ha\e  the  work  done. 

There  has  Ween  co\ered  with  asbestos,  felt  and  cainas  about 
500  lineal  feel,  running  from  1  ' -_-  inches  to  4  inches  in  diameter.
